15. (Previously presented) The method according to claim 14, for the treatment 
of insulin resistant diabetes. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) The method according to claim 4 U, wherein the 
diabetic related complications and associated conditions are chosen from obesity, micro 
and macro vascular diseases, nephropathy, neuropathy and eye diseases.

39. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the complications 
and associated conditions of diabetes are one or more of: obesity, micro and macro 
vascular diseases, nephropathy, neuropathy, eye diseases, and diabetic ulcerations. 

40. (Previously presented) The method of claim 11, wherein the 
pharmaceutically acceptable salts are selected from alkali metal salts, alkaline earth 
metal salts, metal, and salts of ammonium or salts of organic bases. 

41 . (Previously presented) The method of claim 40, wherein the organic bases 
are lidocaine, or NR 16 R 17 R 18 R 19 , where R 16 , R 17 , R 18 , R 19 , which may be the same or 
not the same, are hydrogen, or substituted or unsubstituted C1-20 alkyl, alkanol, or aryl 
groups. 
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
